Against the Annexation of the Hawaiian 
Islands to United Stales.

on Condition of tlie Mississippi. 



Washington, Dec. 10. — in the house 
Thursday Mr. Fleming, of Georgia in- 
troduced a bill authorizing an investi- 
gation of the books, accounts and 
methods of railroads which have re- 
ceived aid from the United States. It 
provides that in the president's judg- 
ment the secretary of the treasuary 
shall redeem or otherwise clear off the 
paramount lien, mortgage or other in- 
cumbrance of government aided rail- 
roads by paying the sums lawfully 
due out of the treasury. or may bid and 
purchase for the United States the 
property' subject to such incumbrance 
at any sale or sales made under any 
order of the court or any judgment or 
decree of forclosure of such incumb- 
rance or any lien or mortgages or in- 
terest of the United States. 

Secretary Gage lias adopted a plan 
for naming new vessels of the revenue 
cutter serviqe. The old system of 
naming vessels was to call the-a biter 
secretaries, sometimes senators or 
members of the house, and sometimes 
clerks. Hereafter, however, these ves- 
sels will receive the names of tribes of 
Indians. The cutter launched at Cleve- 
land Wednesday has been named the 
Algonquin, and another will be called 
the Onondago. It is not unlikely that 
the names of the old cutters Smith and 
Sperry will be changed in conformity 
with the new plan. 

The senate committee on concensus 
Thursday' authorized Senator Carter to 
report favorably the bill introduced at 
the last session of congress to provide 
for the twelfth census and for subse- 
quent censuses, with an amendment 
taking the chief clerk, the disbursing 
clerk and the chief statiscian out of 
the classified service as provided in the 
original bill. The bill provides for the 
immediate appointment of a director 
of census at a salary of 30,000; an as- 
sistant director, a chief clerk and five 
chief statiscians. 

The senate committee on commerce 
Thursday beard an informal report 
from Senator Nelson, chairman of the 
sub-committee to examine and report 
upon the condition of the Mississippi 
river. The sub-committee will make a 
partial report and will be authorized 
to continue and complete the investi- 
gation. 

Representative Lounderlager, of New 
Jersey, introduced a bill Thursday for 
constructing dry docks anti enlarging 
those already built in a number of cit- 
ies. The bill appropriates S5.000.000 
each for tlie construction of dry docks 
at Portsmouth. N. H.. not to cost over 
Si. 100,000; Boston, Mass., not to cost 
over 31,350,000; Algiers. La., not to cost 
over Si, 150,000. The other appropria- 
tions made in the bill are: Are to en- 
large and improve dry docks at Brook- 
lyn, N. Y.. 3286,556; League Island, Pa.. 
3286,550; Norfolk, Va., $100,000, and to 
construct wharf at Port Royal, S. C., 
375,000. 

Senator Hoar Thursday presented a 
monster protest in the senate from na- 
tive llawaiians against the annexation 
of the Hawaiian islands to the United 
States. The protest filled several hun- 
dred pages of foolscap paper and was 
forwarded by Enoch Johnson and Lilia 
K. Aholo, secretaries respectively of 
the Hawaiian Patriotic league and the 
Hawaiian Woman's Patriotic league, 
who made certificates that the signa- 
tures were all genuine. Of the 21,269 
signers 10,300 were women and 100 
were foreigners. The petition was 
printed in both the English and Ha- 
waiian languages and was very brief, 
merely “protesting against annexa- 
tion to the United States in any shape 
or form.' 1 

The presentation of the petition was 
witnessed by the native Uawaiians 
comprising the delegation now here to 
oppose annexation who made their 
first visit to the capitol Thursday. 

Washington, Dec. 10.— Although no 
formal action has been taken, a pretty 
general understanding has been reach- 
ed by T the leaders in the house of repre- 
sentatives as to the course of legisla- 
tion in the near future. This contem- 
plates the disposal of appropriatiorf 
bills as fast as they are ready for con- 
sideration. After these the bankruptcy 
bill will be given the first opportunity 
for a hearing. This measure will be 
reported by Chairman Henderson, ol 
the judiciary committee, before the 
holiday recess, but it will not be taken 
up by the house until after the recess. 
Jt is understood that Speaker Reed and 
the committee on rules will be dis- 
posed to give this bill every advantage 
in the way of securing early time for 
debate. 

It is equally well understood that for 
the present there will fci no effort to 
take up financial legislation on the 
floor of the house. This is due mainly 
to the fact that a strong impression 
prevails among members of the house 
that the committee on banking and 
currency will not be able to reconcile 
the many conflicting interests inside 
of the committee. 

Aside from bankruptcy and appro- 
priation bills, some emergency meas- 
ures, such as that relating to Behring 
sea, introduced by Mr. Hitt, will have 
a hearing, as they involve questions oi 
general policy and are not likely to 
meet with opposition. With these ex- 
ceptions, the disposition of the house 
leaders will be to keep radical legisla- 
tion in the rear. 



Messenger* With Autonomous Offers Killed 
by Insurgents — A Like Fate Awaits All 
Who Come on a Like Errand. 

New York, Dec. 11.— A dispatch to 
the World from Havana says: An im- 
portant battle is expected hourly. Ihe 
insurgents have planned the most for- 
midable demonstration against Ha- 
vana for a year. Gen. Parrado has 
started from this city with strong 
columns of troops to meet the Cubans. 

Senor Canale jas, the confidential 
agent of the Spanish government, 
went with him to ascertain the real 
condition of Havana province. Gen. 
Maisia Rodriguez, with the com- 
bined Cuban forces under Juan 
Delgado, Nodarez and Rafael de 
Cardenas, is encamped on La 
Luisa plantation, near Guira de Me- 
lina, about 20 miles south of here on 
the railway to Btnar del Rio. He has 
fully 1,000 men, who are well armed 
and are said to have a Hotchkiss rapid 
fire cannon. The topography of the 
country about Guira de Melina is fa- 
vorable to the Spanish troops. 

Emilio Collazo hanged Antonio Rod- 
riguez Rivera and the Negro Osman. 
They went to Collazo with money and 
a proposition to lay down his arms, ac- 
cepting autonomy. A note was pinned 
on the breasts of the hanged men an- 
nouncing that anyone coming on a 
similar mission would meet a like fate. 

It is reported authoritatively that on 
Sunday the Spanish guerillas of Cai- 
manera, near Guantanama, deserted to 
the insurgent leader, Rodriguez, with 
$14,000, 52,000 cartridges and their 
arms. They were supposed to have 
numbered about fifty men. 

Juan Delgado’s party lately attacked 
Santiago de Las Vegas, near Havana. 
The place had three companies of guer- 
rilas and an infantry column. There 
was a hot fight for three hours. The 
insurgents did not enter the town. 
The Spanish losses were heavy; those 
of the rebels are not known. 

The latest reports of the recent fight 
in Pinar del Rio province show that 
the Spanish loss was greater than was 
claimed.

The rebel loss was 
fourteen. The rebels really used ex- 
plosive bullets. 



GIGANTIC ROBBERIES. 



Nearly 16100,000 Taken From Registered 

Letters in the Railway Mail Service on the 

New York, Somerville Jfc Easton Railway. 

New York, Dec. 11. — It was learned 
Friday that one of the biggest robber- 
ies in the history of the New York post 
office occurred on November 9. Tlie 
amount involved is said to be in the 
neighborhood of 3100.000 and was taken 
from registered letters in the rail- 
way mail service on that section of the 
Central railway of New Jersey known 
as the New York, Somerville & Easton 
branch. On November 9, it is stated 
that two bags containing $30,090 were 
taken. How long the defalcation has 
gone on* before that date has not yet 
been ascertained. Maj. Charles F. 
Lewis, of the Philadelphia branch of 
the government secret service, 
was in this cit}' Friday inves- 
tigating the robbery which has been 
kept secret until now by the postal 
authorities. 

Washington, Dec. 11.— The postal 
officials here Friday night admitted 
that there had been a number of losses 
of registered mail matter reported on 
the railroad referred to, but said that 
up to date no definite advices had been 
received as to the amount. It would 
probably however, not reach as much 
as 8100,000. 



A PROTEST 



Telegraphed to the Secretary of War 

Against the Abandonment of Fort Whip- 
ple. 

Phoenix, Arix., Dec. 11.— Gov. Mc- 
Cord has telegraphed the secretary of 
war protesting against the abandon- 
ment of Fort W'hipple, suggested in 
the last report to the war department. 

“W'hipple is now the only military 
post in Northern Arizona and is essen- 
tial,” the governor declared, “to the 
protection of half of the territory’s ex- 
panse. a district constantly exposed 
to deeds of outlawry and embracing 
reservations of thousands of In- 
dians. against whose occasional turbu- 
lence nothing but military force is 
ever effective. Even now there is a 
serious and perhaps dangerous irrita- 
tion among the Navajoes with or with- 
out cause. The national guard is of 
slight strength in Northern Arizona 
and the abolishment of the fort would 
be an error and a costly one to the gov- 
ernment, and I urge that the sugges- 
tion be withdrawn. 



Steel Wire and Nail Fool. 

New York, Dec. 11. — Representative 
of the steel wire and nail manufactur- 
ing firms of the United States, who for 
months have l>een negotiating to form 
a steel wire and nail pool, are nearing 
a conclusion of their work. It is said 
that about twenty of the largest steel 
wire and nail manufacturers will enter 
the pool and that the capital involved 
will exceed 860,000,000. The legal for- 
malities for forming the pool, will 
probably not bo completed until after 
the holidays. 



A Fight for a Nine Hour Day. 

New Yokk, Dec. 10. — At the annual 
convention of the International Typo- 
graphical union a year ago it was de- 
cided to make a fight for a work day ol 
nine hours in all book and job printing 
shops as soon as possible. This fight 
will be started in this city on January 
2, 1898. and will involve 5,000 men, as 
the employing printers have resolved 
to oppose the demand. It was an- 
nounced Wednesday night that othei 
cities, including Brooklyn, would alsc 
take up the fight for nine hours, and 
before the new year was a month old 
it was probable that 50,000 men would 
he on a strike £or a shorter day.

Of Mrs. Nancy A. McKinley’s Remains 
Will Take Place Tuesday. 



Washington, Dec. 18. — If the present 
programme is carried out congress 
will adjourn for the holiday recess 
next Saturday. The week in the 
house promises to be made memorable 
by the formal inauguration of the war 
against the civil service law. The 
legislative, executive and judicial and 
appropriation bill, which will be 
taken up on Tuesday, contains the 
regular appropriations for the civil 
service commission, and whether 
or not all the members who 
favor the repeal or modification of 
the law, unite to strike down the pro- 
vision for its maintenance as the 
quickest and most direct method of 
crippling its operation. Undoubtedly 
some will advocate this course and the 
whole civil service question will be 
dragged into the arena of debate. 
How long the debate will last it 
is impossible to predict, but as 
this is the only item in the 
bill which will attract much 
of a contest. Chairman Cannon 
hopes and believes the bill can be pass- 
ed before Saturday. This latter day, 
under an brder made on Thursday has 
been set aside for paying tribute to the 
memory of the late represen- 
tative Cooke, of Illinois. Mon- 
day Chairman Hitt, of the for- 
eign affairs committee, will again seek 
to secure the passage of the bill to pro- 
hibit pelagic sealing by citizens of the 
United States. There is some very 
strong opposition to the passage 
of this measure in its present 
form and the whole » question 
of the Behring sea negotiations 
may be precipitated when it is called 
up. Mr. Hopkins, of Illinois, and other 
members favor a limitation on the 
period of the operation of the act, if it 
is to be passed, so that in ease Great 
Britain refuses to restrict similarly her 
citizens, our citizens may not be placed 
at a disadvantage. Others like Mr. 
Johnson, of North Dakota, think the 
extinguishment of the seal herds in 
the near future, is certain, and are not 
disposed to favor any legislation look- 
ing to their preservation. 

The work of the senate so far as it 
has been mapped out for the week in- 
cludes the consideration of the immi- 
gration bill, which stands on the cal- 
endar as the unfinished business, the 
probable debate of the census bill, and 
the pronouncing of eulogies upon the 
late Representative Holman, of In- 
diana. The general opinion among 
friends of the measure is that there 
w’ill be no very strenuous opposition 
to the immigration bill, and that it 
may be passed after a brief debate. 
When a similar bill was before the sen- 
ate last session it had its principal op- 
ponent in Senator Gibsou, of Mary- 
land, and as he has retired frocu^the 
senate the friends of the biU are hope- 
ful that no one will be found who w ill 
feel called upon to champion the oppo- 
sition. They remember however, when 
it was necessary in order to have the bill 
become a law to pass it over the presi- 
dent's veto, the two-thirds vote requi- 
site for that purpose could not be se- 
cured. Hence, while they are hopeful 
of the speedy and favorable considera- 
tion of the bill, they realize the possi' 
bility of delay on account of opposing 
speeches. There appears to be no rea- 
son to doubt that when the vote shall 
be reached the bill will pass. 

By special arrangements between 
Senators Carter and Lodge, in charge 
respectively of the two bills, the immi- 
gration bill will be temporarily dis- 
placed on Tuesday in order to give Mr. 
Carter an opportunity to call up the 
bill providing for the next census. 
When this agreement was made on last 
Thursday Senator Carter expressed the 
opinion that very brief debate W'ould 
be necessary to get the bill through, 
but there are now some indications 
that the civil service question will be 
raised in this connection, and if it 
should, a prolonged debate may be in- 
augurated. 

The friends of annexation on the 
committee on foreign relations are 
now expecting to ask the senate to 
take up the treaty during the vfeek, 
though quite well aware of the impos- 
sibility of securing final action before 
the holidays. They are decided also 
upon taking the treaty up as suefh in- 
stead of attempting to secure legisla- 
tion on a joint resolution. They may 
postpone their ‘request for considera- 
tion until January. 

The senate leaders express them- 
selves as agreeable to the house pro- 
gramme for adjournment for the hol- 
idays on Saturday. The senate eulogies 
o# the late Representative Holman will 
delivered on Friday. 



viewed one of the most prominent men 
in this section, who left the scene oi 
the massacre of the Brown Smith fam- 
ily Friday morning. The accused Ne- 
gro, Charley Lewis, is being tried be- 
fore Justice T. D. Holmes; he has 
given testimony implicating two 
other Negroes, Will Powell and 
Andy Smith, who are now in custody. 
My informant was positive that the 
Negroes would not be lynched Friday 
night, but the recent lynching at Mon- 
roe will be imitated, making it public, 
and every Negro will be made to carry 
pine knots to burn the other. The 
trial is being conducted in a lawful 
manner, and the committee have 
charge of the prisoners, and will not 
permit them to be sent to any jail. 
During the trial Lewis broke down and 
confessed, saying: 

“Its mighty hard for me to suffer foi 
what somebody else has done.” 

Upon being allowed to talk further, 
he said: 

“Get \\ ill Powell and Andrew 
Smith.” 

Lewis is a mulatto, about 23 years 
old and married. It is believed that a 
general clean-up will be made in that 
section of the country, and that a num- 
ber of Negroes will be inched. 

Wesson, Miss., Dec. 11. — Full partic- 
ulars of the most fiendish crime ever 
recorded iiavc just come to hand. Al- 
most the entire family of Brown Smith, 
a respectable white farmer, about 35 
years of age, were brutally killed with 
a club in the hands of Charles Lewis, a 
black fiend, more devil than human. 

Smith was working at a gin a few 
miles from his home, which is situated 
about two and a half miles from Pearl 
river, on the east bank, in Lawrence 
county, and in a wild country. 

The house is off the main road and 
no white family lives within two miles 
of it, although several Negro families 
live near. It was one of these Negroes 
who on Wednesday, some time between 
noon and darkness, crept up to Smith’s 
house and most brutally assaulted Mrs. 
Smith, then brained her with a club, 
and then to forever hide his crime he 
began on the six children, only sparing 
a babe which he left untouched. 

Tlie fiend’s work was not done as 
well as he thought, for one of the chil- 
dren, a little girl of five years of age, 
regained consciousness, and when her 
father entered after his day’s w'ork at 
the end of the day she told him the 
name of the brute. The four murdered 
children were found dying in the yard, 
showing how they had struggled to 
escape the brute. 

The father and husband immediately 
sounded the alarm and a posse was or- 
ganized and late Friday afteimoon 
the Negro was captured, carried to 
Monticello, the county seat of Law- 
rence county and at 7 o'clock was car- 
ried back to the scene of his crime, 
where he was fully identified by the 
little girl. 



The Aged Mother of the President Passed 
Away at an Early Hour Sunday Morn- 
ing:, Surronuded by Relatives and 
Friends — The End Peaceful. 



CHARLES FLEISCHMANN, 



Millionaire, Banker, Manufacturer and 

Public-Spirited Citizeu Dead. 

Cincinnati, Dec. 11. — Hon. Charles 
Fleischman, the multi-millionaire, died 
from an attack of asthma at his home 
in Avondale at 4:30 o'clock Friday morn- 
ing. He was suddenly stricken Thurs- 
day morning and physicians were im- 
mediately summoned to his bedside 
and examination showed that asthma 
had again made an attack upon Mr. 
Fleischman and owing to his enfeebled 
condition the disease had gained a 
firm hold. 

The family was at once notified and 
throughout the day and Thursday' 
night was constantly at his bedside 
with the physicians. 

Several times during the day it was 
thought the end was near, but under 
the skillful treatment of the doctors 
he rallied, but late Thursday night but 
little hope was entertained for his re- 
covery. 

Several weeks ago Mr. Fleischman 
suffered a paralytic stroke while aboard 
his yacht, the Hiawatha, but recovered. 
Since Mr. Fleischman returned to Cin- 
cinnati tw'o weeks ago he has not been 
himself ow ing to the change in the 
temperature, which made his breathing 
extremely' difficult. 



Canton. O., Dee. 13. — Mrs. Nancy Al- 
lison McKinley, the aged mother of 
the president, died shortly after 2 
o'clock Sunday morning. Almost two 
weeks had elapsed sinee the stroke of 
paralysis, which was at once pro- 
nounced fatal, and the wonderful vital- 
ity which had kept death at bay so 
long had deluded the friends and rela- 
tives into the belief that the aged 
woman might, perhaps, recover, de- 
spite the verdict of her physician. 

The demise of Mrs. McKinley was 
painless. All night long the members 
of the family were watching and wait- 
ing for the time of dissolution. 

Around the deathbed when the final 
scene was enacted were President Mc- 
Kinley, his wife, Mr. Abner McKinley, 
Mrs. Duncan and Miss Helen McKin- 
ley, children of the aged woman. The 
aged sister was there, Mrs. Abigail Os- 
borne, the only one of the Allison fam- 
ily now living. Mrs. Bowman, of Lor- 
ain; Misses Grace and Mabel McKinley, 
James MeKinlej', Miss Duncan and 
Jack Duncan, grandchildren, were all 
in the sad party that witnessed the last 
scene in the gentle life. The president 
and his wife remained at the bedside 
for au hour after the end. but by four 
o'clock every member of the family had 
retired. • 

Funeral services over the remains of 
Mrs. Nancy Allison McKinley will be 
held in the First M. E. church of this 
city at 1 o’clock Tuesday afternoon. 
Interment will follow in West Lawn 
cemetery, just w'est of the city; and 
Tuesday evening President McKinley 
and wife and officials from Washing- 
ton who attend the funeral will leave 
for the capitol reaching there about 
noon Wednesday. 

These are the arrangements so far as 
completed since the death of Mother 
McKinley shortly after 2 o'clock Sun- 
day morning. 

It was at first thought by the family 
that the service should be of a more 
private nature, held at the homestead. 
It was soon learned however through 
the pastor of Mrs. McKinley’s church 
and members of the congregation, as 
well as from other friends, that the 
number of friends who desired 
to pay their last tribute of re- 
spect to the beloved woman by 
attending tlie obsequies could not be 
accommodated with such arrangements 
and church services were decided upon. 
The services will be short and simple, 
consisting of words of comfort and 
eulogy by tlie officiating clergymen 
and the singing of several favorite 
hymns by the choir. Rev. Dr. Man- 
chester, the pastor of the church, has 
announced that it is his desire and 
;hat he w r ill extend an invitation to 
have the ministers of all the churches 
of Canton present and assist in the cer- 
emonies. 

Pallbearers have been selected from 
among the o?der members of the 
church and those who for years have 
been close neighbors of the deceased. 
They are: Judge William R. Day, lion. 
William A. Lynch, former Mayor R. A. 
Cassidy, L. L. Miller, W. W. Clark, 
Judge T. J. McCarty, David Zollars, 
former Mayor John F. Blake. 

At daylight Sunday morning, at the 
suggestion of some of tlie older mem- 
bers of the congregation that an old 
time custom now almost obsolete b* 
observed to publicly announce the 
death, the bell in the tower of the 
church slowly tolled off the years of 
her age. 

It is a coincidence that Mrs. McKin- 
ley died at almost the identical hour of 
the day as did her husband on Thanks- 
giving, five years ago.

SCHOOL AND CHURCH. 

— The Woman’s Missionary society of 
the Methodist Episcopal church has 
raised during the past year $313,937, the 
largest sum in any year of its history. 

— The first of the Booth-Tucker col- 
onies in the west has been established, 
at Soledad, in California. Another is to 
be organized in the Arkansas valley, in 
Colorado, where the Salvation Army 
commanderhas an option in a 3,000-acre 
tract. 

— The Chicago synod of the Reformed 
Episcopal church stands loyally by 
Bishop Cheney in his protest against 
the action of the general council in re- 
gard to ecclesiastical vestments. The 
English sjnod has also expressed its 
sympathy with the protest against re- 
strictive legislation. 

— The Presbyterian board of foreign 
missions reports the receipt in October 
of $36,181, an advance of $873 on the re- 
ceipts for October, 1896. The total re- 
ceipts since May 1 have been $176,269, a 
gain over the previous year of $1,986. 
Toward the debt of $97,454 there have 
been received in cash and pledgee $33,- 
706, leaving $63,747 to be raised. 

— The Methodist Freedman’s Aid so- 
ciety, which has just held its annual 
meeting in Brooklyn, reports receipts 
of $261,562 during the year. The expen- 
ditures were $292,439. There are in the 
south, it was stated, 262,038 colored and 
320,229 white communicants, a gain the 
past year of 1,816 colored and 6,015 white 
communicants. The society has 47 
schools, with 9,213 students. 

— The Church extension society of the 
Methodist Episcopal church held its an- 
nual session recently in Philadelphia, 
where its headquarters are. The report 
of the treasurer shows receipts from 
conference collections and other sources 
of $15S,863; from gifts, which go to swell 
the capital, $22,956. and from loans re- 
turned $59,678. making a total for the 
year of $241,497. Donations of $57,325 
w ere granted, and loans of $79,200.

QUEER WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 

Word* Whose Meanings Vary Accord- 
ing to the Country Where Used. 

Of special interest to the exporting 
merchants of the United States is the 
compilation recently issued by the 
state department of the weights and 
measures of foreign countries. All the 
information given is valuable and some 
of it is decidedly curious. Thus, the 
word “barrel” in Spain, used alone, 
means 100 pounds of raisins; but in 
Malta it is the official custom term for 
11.4 gallons. 

The word “candy” in India means 500 
pounds in Madras and 529 pounds in 
Bombay. In the Spanish language “pie” 
means a measure equal to nine-tenths 
of the English foot. On the other hand, 
a person calling for a “sho,” pronounced 
“shoe,” in Japan receives 1 6-10 quarts 
of something. 

In Germany the word “last” refers to 
two metric tons, or 4,400 pounds Eng- 
lish; but in England it stands for 2% 
bushels of dry malt. “Dun” is Japanese 
for one inch and “li” Chinese for 2,115 
feet. 

In Palestine “rottle” means 6 pounds, 
but only 5*4 pounds In the neighboring 
country, Syria. “Seer” is Indian for 
1 pound and 13 ounces. “Salm” is 
Maltese for 490 pounds, and “pund” 
Russian for 36 pounds. 

A “catty” in China, Japan and Java 
means 1 1-3 pounds, but in Sumatra it 
means nearly twice that weight. The 
word “coyau” is Sarawak for 3 pounds 
and Siamese for 2% pounds. 

The Spanish word “fanega” has prob- 
ably the most diversified meaning of 
any in the list. Standard Spanish dic- 
tionaries describe tt as a common unit 
of dry measure, nearly equivalent to 
the English bushel, and so in truth it. iff 
in Spain, but in Chili it means 2*4 bush- 
els; in Uruguay, 3.88 bushels; in Ven- 
ezuela and Central America, 1 y 2 bush- 
els. Tn Colombia the word has for the 
most part retained its original meaning, 
but locally the usage varies; thus, on 
the w 7 est coast, a fanega of salt is 110 
pounds, and in El Choco a fanega of 
corn is only 32 pounds. Here it may 
be parenthetically remarked that the 
Spanish language abounds in words of 
a metaphorical meaning. Thus, from 
“fanega,” a bushel, is derived “fane- 
gada,” a small farm, and “afauegadas,” 
abundance of plenty. A farmer asked 
about his crops would reply, in case 
the yield was abundant, “a fanegadas.” 
and it would be equally proper to 
say of a man who had money 
to bum, “plata a fanegadas.” 

meaning that he had bushels of money. 

“Arroba” is a measure of weight 
meaning 32 1-3 pounds in Brazil and 
25 1-3 pounds throughout the rest of 
South America. “Arshure” is a Rus- 
sian yard of 28 English inches. Most 
European countries have adopted the 
metric system and metres; kilos and 
litres are in common use. but some 
queer names of widely different mean- 
ing still linger in Denmark and Sweden. 
For example, “tonde” in Denmark 
means 3.94 bushels, while “tunna” in 
Sweden means 4y s bushels. Again, 
“tondland” in Denmark means 1.36 
acres, while “tunnland” in Sweden 
means 1.22 acres. — N. Y. Sun.

*117 JLEN Capt. Ned Low, one of the 
YV mos t formidable pirate leaders in 
colonial days, committed his depreda- 
tions along the Atlantic coast from 
Newfoundland to Panama, he took spe- 
cial delight in wreaking vengeance upon 
the crews and captains of New England 
vessels. 

The reason for this is found in the 
accounts of his exploits by an old his- 
torian. The sturdy colonists would not 
permit ham to perform his outrages 
■without some sort of retaliation. So 
formidable a foe did they send after the 
noted pirate chief that more than once 
ihe was cornered and nearly captured. 

In June, 1723, Capt. Low formed a 
partnership with a successful pirate of 
lesser note, known as Charles Harris. 
The two united forcesand directed their 
energies toward the New England coast. 
They soon aroused such indignation in 
the New England coast towns that the 
warship Greyhound was sent out after 
the pirate, and, disguised as a merchant- 
man, she soon fell in with the enemy. 
The war ship was manned with 20 guns 
and 120 men. When 6he sighted the 
pirates her captain pretended to be in 
great consternation, and the vessel 
stood away for two hours, with the 
piiwtes close at her heels. 

When Low and Harris were in gun- 
shot the war ship suddenly turned 
around and delivered several broadsides 
into the chasing vessels. During the 
conflict which followed, Capt. Low 
escaped on his fleet vessel; but Harris 
and his crew were captured and hanged 
near Newport on July 10, 1723. 

Th is incident created a feeling of re- 
lief and rejoicing throughout New Eng- 
land, but it was of short duration. In- 
stead of being frightened away by the 
fate of his partner and his crew. Capt. 
Low increased his activity, and scoured 
flie seas after New' England vessels. 

At that time New England was send- 
ing out large fleets of whaling boats, and 
the sturdj'. innocent seamen of these 
were bothered by the pirates probably 
more than any other class. They cor- 
yied very little merchandise that was of 
eny value to the pirates, but out of a 
sense of revenge, Capt. Low took special 
delight in destroying the whaling ves- 
sels and in setting their crews adrift in 
small boats or killing them. 

Matters went on this way for a few 
months, when the noted pirate chief 
either became frightened at the number 
of war ships searching for him, or he 
felt that he had been sufficiently re- 
venged for the hanging of his partner, 
for after the winter of 1723 there is no 
record to show that he ever again vis- 
ited the American coast. His operations 
thereafter were confined chiefly to the 
African coast and among the Canaries 
and Cape Verde islands. 

But one incident of his career among 
the New England whalers before he left 
for southern waters will illustrate the 
pluck and ingenuity of the sturdy sea- 
men of that day. 

The Carrie Raid. of Boston, sailed 
from that city, manned with a crew of 
15 saiiors, and after ten weeks of suc- 
cessful whaling, she turned her prow 
towLrd home, loaded down with blub- 
ber and whale oil. Her crew were in the 
best of spirits, anticipating large profits 
from their cargo, and a hearty welcome 
home by their wives, children and sweet- 
hearts. 

On July 10 she sighted land, which 
proved to be a rocky headland on the 
Ma ice coast. With this guide post t ell- 
in ?» the captain and crew that they 
w ->uld be in Boston harbor in a few 
days everybody began to make prepa ra- 
tions for landing. Everything about the 
vessel was put ship-shape, and the old 
eailors even got their belongings to- 
gether and packed them in bags and 
old sailcloth. 

But before Mount Desert island 
was sighted, a sail was seen heading 
toward the coast, standing up from the 
#»:t like a great, white cloud. Capt. 
Bald, of the Carrie, grew anxious as 
the sail approached nearer and dis- 
played a flag at the niizzcn masthead 
which he could not make out. One rea- 
son for his running so far inshore had 
been to escape the nonce of any pirat- 
ical craft that might be cruising up 
And down the coast. Most of the trad- 
t 5 >ir vessels ‘food well out from the 
X*.ek\ Maine ,.r»ore.

meant mischief, and that bis whaler was 
in imminent danger. ' 

“We’ll run in a bit,” he remarked to 
his first mate. 

Long familiarity with the New Eng- 
land coast now stood him in good serv- 
ice. He ran his craft so -close to the 
shore that it was dangerous for one not 
familiar with the channels to follow.. 

“It’s no use, captain,” the first mate 
said after a long pause. “If that’s 
Capt. Low he know* every inch of this 
water. He’s better acquainted w’ith 
this coast than any other whaling cap- 
tain from Portland to New Bedford.” 

“Well, if it ain’t Ned Low, we’ll give 
him a chase among these rocks that he 
won’t forget very soon,” replied gruff 
Capt. Bald, pulling his long whiskers 
qervously. 

In a short time the black flag of the 
pirates indicated even to the crew what 
mission the ship was bent on. There 
was a short time of general fear when 
stout hearts quaked and rugged faces 
turned pale. Every sailor knew the 
cruelty of the pirate captain and his 
horde of savages. 

Then Capt. Bald called the crew to- 
gether and addressed them in these 
words: 

“We may as well face this little diffi- 
culty bravely, my men, and not mince 
matters. That’s Ned Low’s ship, and 
ye know what he’s after; he never 
shows mercy to anybody, especially 
to a New Englander, and we’d better 
die fighting than be strung up to the 
yardarm or have our lips and noses 
cut off for a fry. We’ve got harpoons 
and axes aboard, and every one of ye 
knows how to use ’em. So just get 
’em and stick together and fight until 
ye’re dead. Just remember that it’s 
better to be killed than to fall in their 
hands. I’ll use my wits to get away 
from them, but if worst comes to 
worst, we must fight. That’s all.” 

The stout words of the grim old whal- 
ing captain lent new courage to the 
crew, and they gave a little cheer that 
meant more than the loud huzzah of a 
crowd. Every man felt that he was 
about to face death, and he was deter- 
mined to do it with a brave front. 

Nearer and nearer approached the 
threatening boat, on whose decks black 
swarms of armed men could now be 
seen. A small swivel gun sent a ball 
ricocheting across the waves toward 
the whaling schooner, but the latter 
continued to thread her way carefully 
among the sunken rocks. 

The pirate craft, when she reached 
the outlying fringe of rocks, hove to 
and beat up and down like a duck un- 
certain which way to go. 

“It’s dangerous water here if you 
don’t know your way,” muttered Capt. 
Bald, “and I guess you don’t know it.” 

He was scanning the ship through his 
sea glasses. 

“Aha! Now Capt. Low takes the 
wheel. His pilot don’t know the way. 
Now we’re in for it!” 

There was a change noticeable on 
board the pirate. Then she directed 
her- course once more toward the rocks 
and plunged boldly between them, fol- 
lowing the narrow, tortuous channel. 

Capt. Bald watched her in silence. 
Then his light blue eyes, shaded by 
thick, shaggy eyebrows, grew worried

and restless. He scanned the sea and 
the shore, and then he returned his 
gaze to the pirate. 

"We can’t lose them here,” he said 
finally to his first mate. “They’ll over- 
haul us before night, and then — ” 

He shuddered involuntarily. 

“We might run her aground and swim 
for the shore,” he ejaculated, finally. 
“No, we’ll run her up the river. This 
is Machias Point, and we might reach 
the river ahead of ’em.” 

This dccisiou was no sooner made 
than the order was given to change 
the course of the schooner. In half an 
hour she rounded the point, and stood 
in toward the mouth of the river. The 
pirate craft sent several solid shots 
after the old whaler, but the aim was 
poor, and no particular damage was 
done. 

It was late in the afternoon when the 
Carrie sailed up the mouth of the river 
against a strong tide, with the pirate 
craft less than a mile astern. The coast 
at this point was bleak and deserted in 
those days, and it was almost as cer- 
tain a death to laud and desert the 
ship as to face the pirates. 

“Still, we’ll do it,” Capt. Bald said. 
“It’s better to fall among the Indians 
than among these human fiends. I’d 
rather be eaten by wolves than have my 
tongue and eyes gouged out.” 

The pirates were so certain of their 
prey now that their loud shouts of defi- 
ance could be distinctly heard by the 
whaling crew. Suddenly Capt. Bald 
started, and, knowing that the best way 
to keep his men brave was to find em- 
ployment' for them, he gave orders 
quickly. 

"Get the whaleboats ready' for ac- 
tion!” he shouted. 

There were four of these, two on 
either side, and each one was manned 
with a crew of three sailors and an of- 
fierr. When the men had unlashed 
them from the dt vits, the captain 
•houted: 



“Form a vater-bucket. brigade for a 
fire in the hold!” 

This strange order made some of the 
men hesitate, but explicit obedience in 
their captain’6 words had become a hab- 
it with them. 

When the men were in line armed with 
their buckets, Capt. Bald went below, 
and in a few minutes the men were pass- 
ing the buckets from one to the other, 
emptying their contents first into' one 
whaleboat and then into another. But 
there was no fire to fight, and the men 
were not handling water. They were 
dipping the whale oil from the great 
tanks and hogsheads in the hold and 
pouring it into the small boats. 

“Enough!” sho-uted the captain t a lit- 
tle later. “Every man on deck!” 

The novelty of the orders made the 
men now obey with alacrity, and they 
had partly forgotten their danger in 
their exertions. But when they as- 
sembled on deck again and saw the 
pirate only a short distance off their 
faces paled once more. 

But Capt. Bald realized that the mo- 
ment for action had come, and he gave 
his orders in quick, sharp commands. 

“Lower the boats and tie them to- 
gether with a rope 20 feet long!” 

He fastened one of the lengths of 
rope to the first boat himself, and threw 
the other end to the first mate. The 
pirates saw the launching of the four 
whaleboats, and prepared to do the same 
with their boats. But they little re- 
alized that the brave seamen were not 
making ready to escape to the shore, but 
were planning for their destruction. 

“I want four brave men who are will- 
ing to risk their live® for the rest of us!” 
Capt. Bald said, in his usual abrupt w*ay. 
Will they please step forward?” 

Instead of four men every one of the 
crew stepped forwferd. 

“That’s enough, my brave men,” the 
captain said, while his eyes grew moist. 
I’ll select my men.” 

Then taking four of his most trust- 
worthy sailors he gave them brief but 
emphatic directions what to do. The 
sailors nodded their heads and jumped 
into the boats, each carrying a life-pre- 
preserver with him. The last words the 
captain said to them were: 

“Remember the right bank! Swim 
toward it, and I’ll pick you up.” 

What could he mean? The sailors on 
board the Carrie asked this, and the 
pirates must have been curious also to 
know. They stopped a moment in their 
yelling and watched the peculiar pro- 
ceedings of the men in the whaleboat. 

The four boats shot out from the 
Carrie and were row'ed directly toward 
the pirate, the strong current of the 
river helping them in their speed. The 
pirates did not notice at first that each 
boat was fastened by strong ropes to 
each other’s prows. They were too in- 
tent in watching the strange proceed- 
I ings of this attack. It might have 
dawned upon their obtuse minds that 
part of the crew of the Carrie had de- 
serted, or that they were coming to 
plead for mercy. 

But the four rowers were silent and 
active. When they were within 50 yards 
of the pirate the men threw away their 
oars simultaneously and bent over 
something in the middle of their whale- 
boats. There was a tiny spark of light, 
a flash and then a sudden upward blaze. 

The four brave men slipped over the 
side of their boats into the water and 
disappeared. But the flames which they 
had started burned furiously. The 
whale oil in the bottom of the boats 
furnished fuel that made a fire hard 
to extinguish. The tide was carrying 
the boats rapidly down the river toward 
the pirate. Then for the first time the 
pirates noticed that the boats were tied 
together, forming a wide line stretch- 
ing half across the river. 

Instantly there was commotion on 
board the pirate ship. In the confusion 
everybody forgot the prey they had so 
neatly hemmed in the river. The guns 
were aimed at the approaching oil boats 
of fire, and one ^vas actually blown to 
pieces, but the oil floated on the water 
and only spread the flames. 

In a few minutes the fire boats struek 
the pirate ship, and the ropes holding 
them together drew the end boats 
around toward the ship in such a way 
that flames were soon spreading 
through the rigging and hull. A few 
brave pirates climbed down and cut 
the ropes, but before they floated away 
the ship was a huge mass of flames and 
smoke. 

Meanwhile Capt. Bald had not been 
idle. Just as toon as his men dropped 
into the water from the fire boats he 
crowded on all sail, and, helped by the 
tide, he went bowling down the river 
close up toward the right bank. 

^ hile the pirates were fighting the 
fire and trying to avert the doom of 
their ship Capt. Bald was leisurely pick- 
ing up the four brave sailors who had 
caused the mischief. 

“Now we’ll stand out to sea.” he said, 
"and let ’em chase us again.” 

Rut the last he saw of the pirates, as 
his schooner rounded the point of land 
at the mouth of the river, was a cheer- 
ing sight. Most of them were seeking 
safetj' in the water. For more than two 
hours a dense wreath of smoke could be 
seen curling upward, and as long as it 
was visible Capt. Bald chuckled softly 
to himself on the forward deck. 

“What wouldn’t Capt. Low give to 
catch me.” he said over and over again. 
“He’d cook me alive and feed me to his 
men.” 

But no one was more joyful over the 
outcome of the encounter with the cele- 
brated pirate chief than the sailors of 
the Carrie, who ever afterward told 
with great glee how they helped to burn 
Ned Low’s best ship. — N. Y. Ledger.

GREAT DEMAND FOR PENNIES. 

Philadelphia Mint: Turns Ont 4,000,- 
OOO a Month. 

The most useful and hard-working 
member of the coin family consists of 
95 per cenrt. of copper and five per cent-, 
tin and zinc, and bears on its face the 
legend “one cent.” It doesn’t require 
a person of advanced age or long mem- 
ory to recall the time when the humble 
coin was practically unknown west of 
the Mississippi. Now its use is well- 
nigh universal, and the demand for it 
is increasing so rapidly that the Philar 
delphia mint is compelled to turn out 
one-cent pieces at the rate of nearly 
4,000,000 per month to keep up the 
supply. 

Two recent devices have been large- 
ly responsible for the increased use of 
our only copper coin. One is the penny- 
in-the-slot machine, which has spread 
over the land like the locusts of Egypt 
within .the past two or three years. A 
single automatic machine company 
takes in 500,000 pennies a day. As 
there isn’t a cross-roads village in the 
country that hasn’t a chewing gum, 
klnetoscope, music or ■weighing ma- 
chine operated in this way the num- 
ber of coins required to keep them all 
going is enormous. The other inven- 
tion responsible for the rise of the 
cent is the “bargain counter.” The 
craze for 49-cent and 99-cent bargains 
makes work for a dot of pennies. 

A subtreasury official says: “Why, 

in the middle of July there was a week 
or more of cold, rainy weather, and the 
supply of pennies coming in for ex- 
change into larger denominations fell 
off one-third. All through the summer 
the .pennies accumulate on our hands, 
but when cold weather comes and the 
children get back to school and retail 
trade revives there is a great demand 
for them. At present the minor coin 
division has tens of thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of pennies on hand, but 
‘they are beginning to go out, and 
soon we shall probably be compelled to 
call on the mint for a fresh supply. 
The holidays demand a lot of pennies, 
and with the approach of Christmas 
our cent pile melts away amazingly. 

“There is no better indication of live- 
ly trade conditions than the cent. Dur- 
ing periods of dullness they always ac- 
cumulate on our hands, and when trade 
revives they begin to circulate rapidly 
again.” 

The figures of distribution kept by 
the mint are interesting as showing 
the localities where pennies are most 
in use. Last year the demand was 
greatest from Pennsylvania, which 
took over 11,000,000 of them. New York 
was the second largest customer, add- 
ing 9,000,000 to her supply. — Philadel- 
phia Press.

Tarantulas Are Occasionally Found 
by the Frnlt Handlers. 

Men who handle bananas on South 
Water street, where the fruit comes 
from, say that the deadly tarantula 
does not appear as often as might be 
expected of a spider which has a pre- 
dilection for biding in bunches of ba- 
uanas. So seldtom doe£ the many-legged 
spider put in an appearance that it is 
never thought of, and when one is found 
it occasions- but little comment among 
the fruit handlers, because it is not re- 
markably dangerous. Banana rats, ba- 
nana snakes and scorpions also come to 
town by fast freight in the fruit trains, 
but no one w'orriee t^bout them^and 
they are killed as soon as they drop 
out of the bunch. 

“We handle about 100.000 bunches of 
bananas every year,” said 1 the manager 
of one of the big houses on the street, 
“and we get about three tarantulas a 
year. From that you can. see that the 
chances of a man being bitten are very 
small, and Indeed 1 the men who handle 
the fruit never think of the spiders. Be- 
sides, when they arrive here the change 
in temperature has chilled them so that 
they are dormant and they huddle as 
closely to the stem as possible and will 
not move unless they are stirred up. 
When we take the bunch downstairs to 
the banana room, where it is quite 
warm, they wake up and get lively. 
They will not bite unless they are both- 
ered or unless a man puts his hand on 
one of them accidentally. Even then 
the bite is not dangerous, because the 
skin of the average fruit handler’s hand 
Is so hard that the fang will not pierce 
it. But w-e had a man here who was 
bitten «cu the arm once and it- swelled 
up much as a snake bite does. The 
only thing to do is to give him the snake 
bite remedy, fill him up -with rum and he 
will get- over the bite all right. 

“The banana snakes are not especial- 
ly dangerous. They are long green 
snakes about- the size of the common 
hay snakes found out here on the 
prairie and they are found coiled up 
around' the stem of the bunch. When 
the bunch is shaken- they dropout and 
are easily' killed 1 . Then there is* what- 
is called a banana rat. a small animal 
like a rat with long, silky hair and a 
bushy tail. It forms a nest in-thebnnch 
made of banana leaves, straw and what- 
ever it can find, but it is dangerous.

the principal aim in building a road by 
the use of crushed stone should be to 
thoroughly pack and firmly unite every 
part of the material used. The onlj’ 
way to accomplish this is to roll every 
layer of dirt, stone, gravel or other ma- 
terial separately. Before any of the 
clone is deposited, the subsoil should be 
thoroughly hardened by rolling with 
a heavy roller. A layer of stone, if it is to 
properly pack and form a hard road 
bed, must have, above all, a solid foun- 
dation. Stone deposited upon loose 
gravel, on soft ground, or in a bed of 
mud can never be successfully packed, 
either with a roller or by travel. 

So, too, if it is intended to place a layer 
of gravel, or smaller crushed stone, or 
screenings on the surface, the layer of 
crushed stone beneath should first be 
thoroughly hardened and packed. It 
is a mistake to suppose that the two 
can be packed and rolled together. 
Material, to be thus compacted, must 
be uuiform in character and size, and, 
while the angular pieces of stone will 
shift about under the weight of the 
roller until they are all firmly wedded 
in place, round particles of gravel, or 
smaller pieces, loose dirt or sand, 
•when mixed with these angular pieces, 
will prevent their being thus crowded 
together and compacted. 

The above explanations are the re- 
sult of a careful study of the instruc- 
tions issued by the state highway 
commissions of Massachusetts. Cali- 
fornia, New Jersey' and Connecticut, 
and indicate the principles followed in 
those states in the construction of 
roads by state aid. The same principles 
axe laid down in treatises upon maca- 
dam roads as built in Pennsylvania, 
Alabama, New York, North Carolina 
and Ontario, and they constitute the 
fundamental rules laid down by ex- 
perienced road engineers all over the 
world. 

The building of macadam roads of- 
fers opportunities for manifold mis- 
takes and for an enormous waste of 
public funds. If ever it be true that 
what is worth doing at all is worth do- 
ing well it is emphatically true in the 
building of stone roads. .A macadam 
road, when once properly' constructed, 
needs little repairing and lasts for gen- 
erations, as has been indisputably and 
repeatedly proven in England and on 
the European continent. A stone road, 
poorly built, for want of successful 
rolling, even with excellent material, 
is but a poor highway at best. Many 
so-called macadam roads, recently built 
by inexperienced men or without the 
proper use of good road rollers, ai*e con- 
tinually going to pieces by the wearing 
of ruts and the subsequent combined 
action of water and travel. Every good 
macadam road testifies to the value of 
durable highways, while every stone 
road improperly built throws.a shadow 
of doubt upon the movement for better 
highways. Those who believe in good 
roads caunot afford to have their work 
thus discredited.

In California It Han Become Quite an 
Important Industry. 

In California the drying of vegetables 
has developed into an important in- 
dustry. Potatoes, carrots and other 
tubers are poured into the hoppers of 
cuttingniachines, where rotating blades 
slice them a quarter of an inch thick. 
They are then slightly sulphured in a 
wooden chamber. If this process is over- 
done the vegetables will taste of the 
fumes; if too little, bacteria, attracted 
by the starch, will develop. A little sul- 
phuring is necessarj' to prevent decay 
and to preserve the color. The tubers 
are now revolved for a few hours close 
to a hot pipe in an evaporator, which 
is a sort of Ferris wheel, consisting of a 
brick oven with glass windows. At the 
end of this time the potatoes are taken 
out in the form of dry chips. It re- 
quires six or seven pounds of the fresh 
to make one of the dried. As bacteria 
do not take kindly to onions, they are 
only slightly sulphured. It takes 20 
pounds of the fresh onions to make one 
of dried, they shrivel up so much. Nine 
parts of fresh carrots are required to 
make one of the dried. The industry is 
proving very profitable, as there is a 
great demand for the dried fruit and 
vegetables in the country and at mines. 
If steam conies into use in the process 
tke starch in potatoes could be sterilized 
ami partly cooked before they are evap- 
orated. In this way they would be rid 
of sulphur. — Chicago Inter Ocean.

Cherry Tree* in Gra**. 

Our experience with cherry trees is 
that they do not require cultivation. 
Those we had in the garden were al- 
ways more liable to rot and to be af- 
fected by insects than the trees that 
stood in dry places and surrounded by 
grass. It may be that it is the extra 
moisture in the cultivated soil that pre- 
disposes cherries to rot, or it may be the 
manure annually applied to the garden 
and to which the cherry tree roots 
helped themselves freely. The cherry 
tree does not do well with wet feet. 
On high, dry land its roots will run 
deeply enough to find all the moisture 
it needs, and on such land in grass is 
the best to plant cherries for profitable 
fruiting. — American Oultivator.
